NEW YORK — The U3. govexnmeaat 
did nothing as the doUar to new lows 
Monday, tiiowing that it was qmarently 
p rep ar ed to Utierate a free-fall rmber than 
jeopardize the domestic economy by rais- 
mg interest rates. 

Few economists quarrded with the 
hands-off policy, winch was widely seen as 
a dKtice b e tw^ evils, but the trading 
world called for action even as it pre^tM 
fnw trading weak currencies tike the Brit- 
ish pound. 

FbOowing the weekend devaluations in 
Spain and Portugal, the doDar opened 
weak in uncertain Europe markets and 
continued to drop as aadxng moved to 
New Ymk. The U.S. currency sHpped half 
a yen in the morning, hittii^ a new post- 
war low ctf 92.45 yen before stahilgiiig. 
The dctilar dosed at 92.87 yen, down from 
94.135 yen on Friday. 

The dollar also tet a postwar low of 
1.165 Swiss francs, before recovering to 
dose at 1.1744 francs, down from 1.2010 
ffanc&

Washington Scrutinizes Mandela^s ^Novelly^ Messenger

W ASHINGTON — Franklin 
Abraham Sonn can feel the scru- 
tiny. Constantly, he is being stud- 
ied and assess^ by the people he 
encounters, as if through him ihQ' can divine 
South Africa’s future. He is the Republic of 
South Africa's Hrst ambassador to the United 
States under the black majority government 
of President Nelson Mandela, and Mr. Sonn 
knows that Americans, especially white 
Americans, are an^yzdng him for clues to 
issues difncult to confronL 
These include race: “Is Mandela’s belief 
that we are not agai^t white people — is it 
real? Secondly, is this response of the while 
people to him, where they say they will follow 
this man although he’s black is that re- 
sponse justified?’’ 

And intelljgence: “Do these people have 
substance? he talk? Can be string words 
together? Does he know about a credit rat- 
ingr 

And leadership: “.Are there more like him ? 
We have Mandela, we have hint- Show me 
another one. . . . Americans have this love 
affair with Nelson Mandela because here is 
the person that transcends the normal human 
emotions and all that and he has selected a 
person to come to this place. Who is this guy? 
Let’s see.” 

Mr. Sonn is used to iL He is a jocular man 
of urbane wit who is slightly amused, slightly 
cynical about these complex litmus tests be 
most continually pass. Apartheid trained his 
radal intuition' weU, and knowing how a 
nonblack world views his black one isjust one 
more tool in his new diplomatic trade. After 
alL it is at the level of unspoken subtexts 
where minds are changed, hearts won. 

There is no other nation like South Africa 
and no other leada like its new president, and 
DOW, there is no other diplomat like Mr. 
Sonn: the messenger of a livmg l^end named 
Mr. Mandela and his gospel of national trans- 
formation. 

That, the ambassador explaias. is “the nov- 
elty that I am.” 

Mr. Soon, SS, rocks with laughter at his 
own jokes: “They say that the ^pearances of 
the ambassadors have unproved exponential- 
ly," he deadpans in mock self-promotion 
when told a profile will be written about him. 

In the next minute, he's whispering as 
though some higher authority is eavesdrop- 
ping. His strongest impression of Washing- 
ton: “How segregated it is!" Then he add& 
“Oh Fm going to get myself in serious trou- 
ble.” 

Mr. Sonn speaks passionately, sometimes 
ministerially, about ^uth Africa's triumphs, 
its potentials, its affuiities to the United 
States. Attending a commemorative ceremo- 
ny for Martin Luther King Jr. at the Ebenezer 
Baptist Church in Atlanta in January, he 
recalled, was “like we were standing in a holy 
place, like a mecca." 

He spoke that day “about how the struggle 
of black pec^ie and the struggle for nonra- 
olaiism is one struggle and that we're separat- 
ed by continents and nations, but we are 
one.’^ 

His U not the Liberation bloodline of the 
Mbelds or the Sisulus or the Tambos. Unlike 
members ctf those other iconic fanulies of “the 
stniggle," Mr. Sonn never was jaUed, banned, 
or exiled He did not become a memtier of the 
African National Conj^s untfl 1990, when 
the once-banned organization was l^alized 
He even is a member of the Dutch Rrionned 
Mission Church, an offshoot of the church 
that provided the theolo^cal justification for

apartheid, called the Dutch Reformed 
Church. 

H e activdy pressed aga^ the walls 
of aparth^ though initially in a 
far more moderate manner $o of- 
ten found among the mixed-race 
people, called ctdoieds in South Afrit^ vriio 
hdd tightly to the advantages ^artheid gave 
them over blacks. Mr. Sonn, who is of mixed 
race and also considers himsi^ black, says his 
political moderation was determined in part 
by his desire to stay relevant and connected to 
the mixed-race pc^mlation. 

“Fve always had a very strong sense of 
where my community was at, and for that 
reason I studc to them. I stuck dose to them. I 
wasn't so radical that I would lose my touch 
with them. So the more radical pec^le felt 
^at I was too conservative,** he said. He 
would not say on the record just who he 
meant 

Id the 1970s and earty 1980s, Mr. Sonn was 
•wOling to acc^t gradud change in aparthdd. 
A 1981 editorial in the C^wThnes said, “Mr. 
Sonn cannot be accused of radicalism or 
revolutionary ambitions.'* 

He woiiced inside the 5)«tem, roaintaining a 
constituent vrithin Ids mixed-race communi- 
pr and siq^porters among conservative whites 
in p<wer even as he pressed further toward 
the liberation philasophies of Mr. Mandela. 
He became increasin^y outipoken and often 
marched in the streets along with 


anti-aparthdd leaders such as Archhisht^ 
Desmond M. Tutu of the An^ican Chun^ 
Mr. Mandda, though jailed, learned of Mr. 
Sonn, and in 1986 wrote to Him in praise of 
his work. 

Others suffered more than he under apart- 
heid, Mr. Sonn adcnowledges, “and if that 
was the criterion, then 1 shouldn’t have got- 
ten** the ambassadorsh^. “Ihat I really was a 
person who achieved despite aparthdd is un- 
doubt^ And I have bec^e, for that reason, 
a symbol of what’s possible." 

Mr. Soon flourished professional^ in the 
field of education, which under apartheid was 
separate for every racial group. He was rector 
of the 8,000-siudem Pemnsula Technikon, a 
vocational coll^ for mixed-race South Afri- 
cans. He led teachers' unions and other edu- 
cation groupi^ fr^uently quoting Martin Lu- 
ther Kin g Jr. in his speeches. He worked with 
government ministers in mostly futile efforts 
to impro ve Ae educational ^tem. 

A fter the elections, he was touted 
as a candidate for minister of edu- 
cation. He has little formal interna- 
tional diplomatic training, though 
he assisted former President Jimnw Cart^ 
when the two served as monitors of fambta’s 
dections in 1992. But his deft navigation of 
Soutii Africa's racist :mtem at the heii^t of 
^laithdd suggests skills at least as valu^le as 
formal ones. And above aU, be has Mr. Man- 
dela’s ear. 


“I ririnir he has natural dipLomatic phiKHeg 
and he honed them over the yew down timie 
having to deal in many atnations where he 
was mediator and gp-betweea,** said Rol» 
Horn, executive dizector a£ the U.S.-South 
Africa Leadersh^ Devdopmeot Program, 
fonnoiy the Leadenh^ Exdiange Pro^am. 

Mr. Soon is already dose to several busi- 
ness leaders in South Africa and in the United 
States, in part through tte Leadership Ex- ' 
change Plr^ra i n, wtuefa he mice led- He also 
has been inundated with mvitaticms to speak . 
bdore bnaness and other groiqis. 

“Franklin Sonn win be. a great asset. to 
South Africa here," said J. Dund OTlaher^, 
emeutive director of the U.S.-Soath Africa 
Business Council, an association ct ooiqia- 
nies that are dcxng or are mtoested in doing 
business in South Africa. 

“He win, I think, be very popular in the 
huMUftes community. He hiiy> iqgituiiacy. 

I So 1 think it’s a gr^ tqipointment What is 
missiiig in his eaqierience win be quickly made 
iqi for. And hds got a dynamite numbtf two,” 
he added, referc^ to Andre Kilian, the dqni- 
QT chief ci rmssarm. 

Before hb assignment m Washington, Mr. 
Kilian was South Afidca’s high ommnisaoner, 
or ambassador, to Canada. He has been post- 
ed in Wadiington twice before: Had 
hdd continued in South Africa, Mr. THBan 
could wdl have been in line for the ambassar 
dorship here. 

“Arm 1 wtmld have been the first secretary 
or the oounsdor,” said Mr. Soon. 

Mr. Kilian, for 1^ part, does not wish to 
q>ecn]ale on what coidd have been. 

But the two men speak, in sync abtait the 
embassy’s fni«»nn Soon even suggested 
that th^ are lilw a “Mandela-de KlerkT duo. 
(Mr. Mandela and Frederik W. de Kleilc, 
Sooth Afiica's second dqni^presideat, joint- 
ly won the Nobd Peace l^mem 1993, but now 
tqipear to grate on each other’s nerves.) 

W HEN Mr. Sam fust arri^ at 
the embassy last month with his 
wife, Joan Heather Cdderidoem. 
the aknee in corridors of the 
bmldiu seemed as iq»iessive as tqsarfheid 
itsdf. Office doors remained dosed. Hushed 
tones prevailed. No lai^ter or diwer could 
be beard. The bunker xnentali^ ol South 
Africa’s years as a pariah, v^en protesters 
besi^ed the bufidh^ gave the embassy a 
“defensivei, protective, shutteied-down” at- 
mosphere. Lobt^ lecqitionists still sat be- 
hind ^ass, sealed off from the entering world, 
as if «q)ectmg attack.

WASHINGTON — While 
many politicians *aiv these

“In the morning ifs not so 
bad, but from noon to three, 
when the E-mail traffic picks 
up, it can take two or three 
hours,” said David Johnsoo, a 
State Dqiartment press offi- 
cer. 

The snaQ's pace of the elec- 
tronic mail system is synq>- 
tomatic of tte State Dq»rt- 
ment's antiquated computer 
system. Department e^loy- 
ees say it is embarrassing for 
the diplomats of the worltfs 
richest, most powerful nation 
to be saddled with such a 
backward system.

WASHINGTON — Many states have adopted ch^es in 
the way health insurance is sdd that are riaailar (o 
tiring advanced by ctatgresriouaJ R^ubheans with little 
evidence th^ have increased or decreased coverage of the 
uninsured much" so far, according to a new ttudy. 

Tbeirionnspropo^ by congressional Rcp^hcans would 
mnlf» it harder for insurance companies to reject applicants 
end reiase to renew or exclude diseases from coverage. 

But the study by George Washington University’s Inter- 
govenunental Health Piqject found that the msurance- 

iMlag practices that R^ublican rrionns address are not the 
important impediments to the 38 million people who do not 
have health insurance. 

“The Tnain reasou people don’t have insurance is that th^ 
or their employers don’t have enoi^ money lo buy it," said 
Vfllft Tj>Hffnhrim ouc of tfac pfiscz^ sutb^ d ibc Study. 

The finding is consistent rntb Congressional Bucket Office 
studies of insurance-reToTm bills proposed last year by Re- 
publicans and Democrats. The office found then that the only 
market-reform bills that would make a substantial differttce 
in it Kre»*»rip health coverage were those that also provid^ 
hundreds^ billions dollars in fedoal premium subsidies 
over tte next decade to help people pay for iL 

The central features of R^ublican prc^sals for health- 
insurance reform year again focus on refoi'ui of the rules 

for Tnarkettng insurance to burinesses with 50 or fewer work- 
ers, where the percentage of workers covered is much lower 
ihm in large businesses. But neither of the two key bills 
contains any federal subsidies. (WP)

WASHINGTON — Bernard Smith, executive vice presi- 
dent of the New England Furi Institute in Watertown, Massa- 
chusetts, is upset about House Republican plans to tenninate 
a S1.3 bDlkm program that hel^ Jow-inemne people pay 
vrinter beating bills.

In unvdfing the plan in an address to the Veterans of 
Foreign War^ Mr. C^ton called attention to bis admmistTa- 
tion's record in pushing for change that now allow thousands 
of Gulf War veterans to collect disability benefits even when 
their illnesses remain undia^iosed. 

But Mr. Clinton made plain that he was not satisfied with 
efforts to determine what might have caused unexplained 
symptoms iocludhig fatigue. se%’ere muscle pain, and memoiy 
loss that have been reported by tiie more than' 40,000 Gulf 
War veterans wbo have come fonvard with ailments they 
believe are linked to their service.

Chumps Tax Woes Revealed in Budget

BEIJING — China's finance 
minister unveiled a 19^ budget 
that riiows a central govem- 
ment still struggling to establish 
its authority to tax, Miile bat- 
tling to control the firec-wheel- 
ing spendng of local govem- 
ments. 

Though claiming “much 
heailway,'* FTnance Minister 
Liu Zhongli acknowledged 
Tuesday thru “we are stQl con- 
fronted with a serious situa- 
tion.” 

The problems arise as the 
government shifts from a cen- 
trally planned economy, in 
sriiidi all buriness revenues and 
expenditures were part of the 
government accounts, to a nx»n 
market-oriented system in 
which the govonment must rely 
on tax payments. 

Mr. Liu noted that tax re- 
ceipts are wildly uneven; that 
sonre localities are in such rliie 
straits that th^ cannot meet 
their payrolls, and that state- 
owned enterprises oontinue to 
operate at a loss. 

Ihe finance minister also as- 
sailed the “serious extravagance 
and waste” of state mon^ ^ 
local governments that he said 
freely hand out tax breaks to 
enterprises, pour moo^ into 
wasteful construction projects, 
iiidisciimiiiately ^ve Ixmnses 


and subsidies, and engage in “ 
extravagant oonsmnptian at the 
public eiq>eose.” 

Soch activities are oommoa 
in areas trying to lure outside 
invest m ent or to erect prestige 
projects. 

For 1995, Mr. Liu does not 
propose to riter the structure of 
the bud^ signifi^tly.. He 
projects increases in revenue 
and expenditure somewhat 
smaller than the inflation rale.

PARIS — An cmbarrassi^ 
Sf^ scandal appears to have in- 
flicted lasting harm on relations 
ber»een French and American 
intelligence, according to oFfi-' 
dais in both govemroents. 

While President Bill CUntoo 
said last week that he believed 
the matter had been resolved, 
resentment over the affair ap- 
pears to run deep. 

A senior French offlcial said 
contacts with the Americans at 
a G-7 meeting in Brussels on 
information technology last 
week, attended by Vice Presi- 
dent Al Gore, were '^nothing 
less than glad^.” 

The consequences for Prime 
Minister Edouard Balladur ap- 
pear even more dramatic. 

France’s demand that five 
Americans identified as CIA 
operatives be recalled distract- 
ed attention from an explosive 
wiretap scandal, but under- 
mined W. Balladur's authority 
and aggravated a breach in his 
govemmem between ministers 
supporting his bid for the presi- 
dency and those backing his 
Gainst rival. Mayor Jacques 
Chirac of Paris. 

But the most devastating im- 
pact is being felt between intel- 
li^nce agencies in both coun- 
tries, ofHcials say. 

‘'This will not blow over in a 
matter of months,” a U.S. oCfi- 
dal said. “It will take several 
years, at least, before we can 
talk about serious cooperation 
again in intelligence matters.” 
“Right now the mood is too 
poisoned to believe that we will 
ever be able to cooperate on 
anything like we did before, un- 
less there is a major crisis that 
poses a serious threat to both 


governments,” a French ofCcial 
said.

ANKARA — To the concern of

The number of people who have been 
disappearing while in ^e custody, the 
repoits of torture, the killings by un- 
known assailants that appear to be polit- 
ical and arrests and convictions of writ- 
ers, intellectuals and politicians under a 
law agmnst separatist propaganda are 
all on the rise, Turkish human rights 
groups say. 

“llte main reason is the war in the 
southeast,” said Yavuz Onen, 56. an 
architect who is president of the Human 
Rights Foundation, a Turkish group 
that was set up in 1989 to aid victims 
and document abuses. 

‘The state uses the argument that 
they are in a strug^e with terrorists and 
that they are defending the indivisibility 
of the territory,” he said. “Of course the 
state can defend its borders.

' There is still a chance to avert the 
worst. Reoenily a broad coalition of op- 
position groups offered a platform for 
peaceful settlement based on an amnesty, 
a South Africa-style national conference 
and free elections. Regrettably, the gov- 
ernment i^ecied the offer. 

. The Clinton administration, which has 
long advocated a n^tiated solution, 
and the European Union, which has re- 
cently come around to the same view, 
need to press the government to reconsid- 
er. One way is to stop roiling over the 
debts of the Algerian government. 

Negoiiadons cannot conjure away the 
underlying issues. Even a peaceful transi- 
tion could lead to an intolerant religious 
dictatorship. Nevertheless, a negotiated 
settlement offers the only realistic hope 
for ending the violence and agreeing on 


some safeguards for individual liberties. 

Some alarmed Americans see the Alge- 
rian crisis as part of a larger problem. The 
mullahs who rule Iran, th^ note, still 
preach and plot against the Great Satan 
America and sponsor worldwide terror- 
ism. Islamic Holy War and Hamas dis- 
patch bombers into Israel from Gaza, the 
West Bank and LebanoiL Violent follow- 
ers of Sheikh Omar Abdel Rahman wagie 
war against Egyptian President Hosni 
Mubanik. In Afghanistan, a new Islamic 
student movement challenges the mujahi- 
din guerrillas who evicted Soviet troops. 

But it would serve no American inter- 
est to declare war on Islam, with its 
hundreds of millions of peaceable believ- 
ers. Nor b the mixture of Islam and 
pohtics necessarily contnuy to American 
interests. Islamic political movements, 
even fundamentalist ones, can have dif- 
ferent agendas and need to be dealt with 
on their own terms. 

The Saudi monarchy, itself founded on 
fundamentalbt principles, has long been 
allied with Washington, and during the 
Soviet occupation of Afghanistan the 
United Slates sprat SIO biUion support- 
ing fundamentalist guerrillas. The real 
problem comes from a peculiar fusion of 
faith and demagoguery' that casts Ameri- 
ca as the source of all problems. 

Tte Clinton admi lustration has srasi- 
bly taken a ouanced approach to Islamic 
movements, stressing containment in 
Iran, support lor secular leaders in Egypt 
and Ga^ and a hands-off approach in 
Afghanistan. In Algeria, to its credit, it 
has helped form a new Western consen- 
sus in favor of a n^tiated peace.

Gylombia Disappoints 


Colombia presents the hardest test of 
an American anti-drug policy. It is a 
' ieodly country, a nei^TOr, an ally and 
a democracy. But it is also ^e cocaine 
hub of the worid and contributes to more 
real damage to the United States and its 
citizens than any other country. Ameri- 
can demand is the roaring en^ne of tiie 
international drug trade. But supplier 
and distributor countries play a part, too.

This b why Bill 
Clinton now designated Colombia 
noncooperative in the war on drags.

Manned Space Missions 


With politicians in Washington 
combing through the budget looking for 
programs to eliminate, it is astonishing 
that no one has taken aim at the manned 
space program. The space agency is 
spending more than $5 billion a year to 
fly its shuttles and build a space station 
leading nowhere. 

The station makes minimal sense un- 
less it is part of a broader plan of space 
exploration — a manned mission to 
Mars, for example, or a trip back to the 
moon for extended exploration or habita- 
tion. Yet the date when America will have 
the resources to finance such enormously 
costly space exploration is receding faster 
than you can say ’‘balance the budget.’’ 

Tlie crowning achievement of the 
manned space effort was the 1969 moon 
landing by American astronauts. But al- 
most immediately the nation's leaders 
realized that it would be much too costly 
to proceed deeper into space. Instead 
they settled for more modest programs 
that would serve as prq)aratioa should 
another great leap ne^ to be made. Tbus 
a shuttie fleet was built that does nothing 
but carry astronauts and cargo into low 
earth orbit, more erratically and at higher 
cost than lifting the cargo by rockets. 
Now the United Stales and several other 
nations are building a space station that 
will also be put into low earth orbit. The 
station at least offers the shuttles some- 
place to go. But its value will be limited 
tompared with the cost The chiri gains 
npected from the station are practice in 
assembling large structures in orbit and 
pew biomedic^ knowledge on how hu- 
mans are affected by long-term e;q)Osure 
{o wdghtlessness and radiation. Those 


are worthwhile objectives but only as a 
prelude to m^or space e^Ioration. 

To its credit, the Nationm Aeronautics 
and Space Administration has been far 
more vigorous than most agencies in re- 
ducing planned expraditures, cutting its 
work force and seeking cheaper ways to 
do thing ,^ But making ihinp leaner and 
cheapCT can go only so far. Ae way to get 
truly big savings out of NASA would be 
to eliminate the entire manned space pio- 
graoL including the station and the shut- 
tle flights. If that progr^ were terminat- 
ed this summer, officials say, the net 
sarings would be roughly S3 bUlion in the 
next riscal year and more than S2S billion 
by fiscal year 2000. If the station alone 
were terminated, the savings would be 
more than SI4 biBion by the year 2002. 

Terminatioo of manned space fl^t 
would have drawbacks. Other nations 
participating in the station project would 
feel betrayed, altbou^ many of them are 
also seeking ways to reduce space exj^- 
ditures. Russian participants in particu- 
lar might see their whole space program 
collapse. Finally, many Americans might 
be appalled to see their nation flinch 
from a long-term space commitment sim- 
ply because of current bodget pains. 

But continuation of the program also 
has risks — chiefly that the costly 
manned missions might increasingly 
squeeze out highly productive sciraoric 
missions using unmanned spacecrafL As 
Congress wbac^ away at domestic pro- 
grams, there is no good reason to exempt 
the space agency from sharp scrutiny. Its 
manned space program appears to be one 
of the more expendable budget items.

A Japanese Ginsensus on the Pacific War Still Doesn’t Look Oose 


T okyo — confronting its 
past record in the Padfic war 
is getting harder for Japan as the 
50m anniversary of its defeat in 
August 1945 qiproadies.

S KOPJE, Macedonia — This 
tiiw landlocked countiy of 
2.2 milUon, indqrendrat forjust 
two years, is on a coUiakm 
course toward a dv0 war 
could easily erupt into catastro- 
phe — a r^ooal war involving 
the former Yugoslavia, G reece, 
Albania and, inevitably, Eu- 
rope, Russia and the United 
States. The flash point is, of ^ 
things, higher education. 

Its economy in ruins as a re- 
sult oi United Nations sanctions 
against Yugoslavia a^ trade 
barriers imposed by Greece, 
Macedonia is also torn by g*h"ie 
division. There is Utter enmi^ 
between the majority Macedo- 
nian Slav popolation and the mi- 
nority ethnic Albanians. 

Since dectiras last October, 
relations between the two groups 
have deteriorated steadily. As a* 
consequence, politics in Macedo- 
nia has bi^un to resemble poll-, 
tics in Croatia and in Bosnia- 
Hetz^gvina from 1990 to 1992. 

The dangers shmild be ob^ 
ous, but the West’s interest in 
Macedonia's fn^e internal 
balance has remaiired veiy lim- 
ited because of its preoccupa- 
tion wim Bosnia. 

The chief issue polarizing 
Macedonian Slavs and Albani- 
ans is a iniivezsity. In the final 
years of Yisoslavia, Macedo- 
nia's Communist aumorities 
steadily eroded the AlbaiiUns’ 
ri^t to be educated in meir own 
language. But after xndqren- 
deiioe the Albanians sought res. 
titution of these and other rights 
by participating in the new Par- 
liament and government, and 
mey made somo progress.

Against this Manhattan buzz, Gianni 
Versace was in uncharacteristically la- 
dylike mode sending out dresses and 
three-quarter coats like mother used to 
wear —in bis Istante and Versus lines.

From Invincible to Human: 
Sampras Strains to Hold On

NEW YORK — What’s eat- 
ing Pete Sampras, and why 
can’t he seem to win a tennis 
tournament anyznore? 

Just a year a^, Sandras 
didn't just appear invincible, he 
actual^ was. With the excq>- 
tion of an df night in Philad^ 
phia last Fdini^. be woo ev- 
ery toumamait he entered last 
winter. His cfaaMeogers started 
referring to him, with good rea- 
son, as superfaiunan. Playing 
Sampras scared them. 

But this year, they’re saying 
he's only human. 

His contemporary, fourth- 
janked Mjchad Qiang, said 
with the greatest d candor last 
week that Sampras has ‘‘proba- 
bly peaked” and that, if Andre 
Aga^ can manage to tame his 
sw-made ghosts, it is his turn to 
frighten the competition into 
submtssioQ. 

That's vdiy the off night that 
was simply a first-round aberra- 
tion in 1994 seemed far more 
ominous when Sampras repeat- 
ed it last month in the second 
round at PhiladelphiB. 

”lt*s not a smious setback, 
it’s just a bad match,” insisted 
Sampras, who hasn’t earned a 
title after three tournaments 
this year and continues to feel 
to seemd-ranked Agassi nip- 
ping ever more closely at his 
beds. 

But tbe defeat was hb second 
bad match in a row in Philadel- 
phia, and it came on the beds of 
what he'd called a “prevnii- 
able” semifinal loss to Todd 
Martin in Memphis — a loss 
preceded by ins very condition- 
al surrender to Agassi in the 
Australian Opm final. 

If Sampras can't retuni to his 
winning form immediately, 
Agasti could take over to No. 1 
spot with a victory fiiis week in 
Indian Wells, California, where 
Sampras has yet anofiier of his 
10 titles of to defend. 

“I need to Stan winning these 
close matches,” he said, sound- 
ing a little bit losL When mis- 
placed, confideoM tends to be a 
terrible cemun^ty to find, par- 
oculariy in a solo spwi like this 
(Xie. 

“I've fiot to get back to to 
drawing board, get some confi- 
dence uck,” he said before Hy- 
ing off to Scottsdale, Arizona, 
after requesting and receiving 
aa emasency doubles wild card 
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into last weri^s ATP Tour event 
there. 

Sampras considered request- 
ing a wild card for singles but 
decided it might do him more 
harm than good. 

What's the emergency that 
has caused the world’s Na I 
player to feel he would rather 
not go out onto a tennis court 
alc»e? 

In Scottsdale, Sampras en- 
lered and lost in doubles with 
bis emergency coach, Paul An- 
nacone. Sampras’s longtime 
coach. Tim CuUiksoD. has been 
absent from the tour for just 
over a month, and to say to 
player misses him is a gross un- 
derstatement. 

In tennis, where the quality 
Of an athlete's support team 
smnetimes seems as critical as 
to quality at his talent, Sam- 
pras and CuUikSOQ bad built 
themselves a beautiful friend- 
ship. *
